In Hendry County 


‘There will beno hunting of deer 
in Hendry, County, when the sea- 
son opens November 20th,, nor at 
any future date, under an order 
just issued by I. N. Kennedy, di- 
rector .of the game and_ fresh 
‘ater fish commission. 
Hendry County’ has been open 
to the taking of deer for several 
years, during the active period of 
the tick eradication’ program. It 
is understood that the tick eradi- 
cation program was discontinued 
as of lft May, though’ Hendry 
County. is still under quarantine. 

A skeleton force of workers, has 
been retained for the purpose of 
dipping livestock and inspection 
for movement into tick free areas. 
It is said to be more.than a year 
since fever ticks were found on, 
deer slaughtered or inspected by 
tick eradication workers, however 
the quarantine is not expected to 
bo lifted and the county declared 
tick free for another year or year 
and a half, 

An ‘exact tabulation of’ how 

many deer had béd slaught- 
ered since the tick eradication pro- 
gram Went into effect and hunt- 
ers other than those employed to 
kill, went into the rich hunting 
grounds of the cypress country in 
the Everglades to take deer, could 
not be secured but the number is 
known ‘to be great.
